Division 


The Wheatland School Division was 
organized about two years ago, so that 
it is now possible to give some idea of 
its accomplishments over that period. 


School Population In District— 

The Division extends from Carse- 
land on the South to Three Hills, on 
the North, a distanse of almost one 
hundred miles; its width varies great- 
ly. It includes 81 organized school dis- 
tricts, of which 67 operate under 
teachers. In all there are at the preas- 
ent time 70 publie school teachers and 
three high school teachers, The last 
available figures showed an enrolment 
of 1846 pupils in grades I to XII in- 
clusive. There are in addition 72 pup- 
ils from the Division attending schools 
not in the Division, eg. the pupils 
from Harwood and Cheadle are con- 
veyed to Strathmore which, like the 
other towns and villages, is not includ- 
ed in the Division. Furthermore there 
is a large and as yet undetermined 
number of high school pupils from 
Wheatland in attendance at town high 
schools. The average attendance per 
room is 18.42.

ision was the rehabilitation of school 
buildings, grounds and premises, most 
of which had suffered considerably as 
a result of the long period of depres- 
sion . During the year 1939, an ex- 
tensive painting and redecoration pro- 
gram was carried on, and about two 
dozen schools were reshingled, the 
latter job being made necessary by a 
destructive hailstorm, whigh swepi 
over the Northern area in the vicinity 
of Acme, Bldckboards were painted 
seats and desks first repaired and then 
painted, teacherages were renovated. 

Two new schoolrooms were const- 
ructed, the one at Antler, the other at 
Kathyrn. In 1940 the board adopted 
the policy of hiring general repair men 
who were responsible for all major re- 
pairs Buildings have been almost 
completely remodelled, teacherages 
moved or built, and extensive improve- 
ments made to school grounds. One 
new school was erected in the summer 
at New Springvale. it is wery inter: | 
esting to note that the labor in this 
case was provided almost entirely by | 
the Hutterite settlers. A two roomed | 
intermediate and high school build- | 
ing has just been completed at Swal- 
well, 

The physical comfort of the child. 
ren has not been neglected, hence fur: 
nace repairs have been made and new 
furnaces installed where necessary. 


High Schoo! Facilities— 

The Division has attacked the prob 
lem of high school instruction in a4 
thorough going manner. Pupils who 
attend local high schools have thei 
fees paid up to and including Grade 
XI], Correspondence courses 
been provided for those pupils who 
are not in a position to attend a regu 
lar high school, The Division operates 
a regular high school at Kathyrn 
where pupils may complete Grades IX: 
XII in four years. At this centre there

Provision has 
been made for teaching UVomestic 
Soience, General Shop and Typewrit- 
ing. The newly constructed school is 
well worth visiting. There are two 
two-room schools in Wheatland offer- 
ing instrustion as far as Grade XI, 
Namaka and Antler, a eT 

Perhaps the most reliable criterion 
of the extension of high school facil- 
ities is the fact that we now educate 


77 high school pupils within the™ 
‘bounds of the Division whereas in 
June 1939 there were only 45 such; 


pupils, Further, ii June 1939 there | 
Was only one Grade XII pupil receiv- 
ing education within the bounds of 
the present Division; now there are 
14. As a matter of fact no pupil need 
henceforth be deterred from securing 
a good high school education, provided 
of course, that he is interested and | 
willing to work.

Distribution costs were 
surprisingly small and the purchase 
price was often from 30 per cent to 40 
per cent below the regular retail 
price. It is a great advantage to have 
the pupils fully equipped on the open- 
(ng day of school. To date the Division 
has not attempted to distribute text 
bovks. Typewriters have been placed 
(n many schools, 

Staff re-organizations have been ac- 
complished with a minimum of fric- 
tion, Teachers who expressed the de- 
sire to meve were accomodated. Local 
schoo! boards feeling that a change 
would be desirable were granted a 
transfer, Best of all there was no 
stigma attached to a change. Some
